“Granting th a t adining c a r is a ho­ 
tel, the fact that in 511 tow ns out of 
932, covering half or m ore of the area 
of the state, not even hotels a re al­ 
lowed to sell liquor, and every sale in 
dining or buffet cars w ithin the limits 
of these towns is a violation of the 
state law, which is not cured by pos­ 
session of a federal liquor tax receipt. 
“We assu m e that you desire to obey 
ihc law, that you have not realized lh*' 
growth of dry territory in New’ York,

They have served to 
increase the suspicion cif espionage 
that is everyw here rife and both civil­ 
ians and soldiers are led into unneces­ 
sary alarm by the presence of Ger- 
man-locking persons in public places. 
If a man talks freely he is often 
suspected of seeking to draw infor­ 
mation from other people, and if he 
is dumb he is thought to be a listen­ 
ing spy.

Frenchm an who happens to be blond 
and corpulent.
